The explorers found an abundance of 


little crustaceans, whose discovery was' 
the result of an accident. 


One daj the cook sunk a piece of meat 


an a hole which he hacTout in. the ice 
witn a %iew of thawing it cut. This is 
a method often resorted to for the pur- 
pose of sparing- the fuel. .Forty-eight 
hours afterward, while taking out the 
meat, the cook v\as astonished to find 
an immense number of little animals 
that dropped upon the surface of the ice 
and commenced to jump about like 
fleas. Xansen, who is a professor of 
zoology, had no trouble in recognizing 
those little crustaceans, which may be 
seen jumping in the sand, and which 
are called sand^fleas. He was delighted 
at the discovery, because the creatures 
are good to eat, although they contain 
but little nourishment. 


A few months Inter on; when in 78 or 


SO degrees north 'latitude, in October, 
that is to siy, at the beginning of the 
long winter night, he fished up in a lit- 
tle net with closed meshes a quantity of 
little crustaceans. This proves that life 
js by no means suspended under the 
ice; on the contrary, it is very active. 
In the mud of the bottom, -where the 
water is shallow, there are numerous 
starfish, mollusks. worms, sponges, and 
se%eral species of crastacea.

One Prisoner Gnvc the Jailer's WUu 


Bicycle LeSHons. 


The Nantucket jail stories which 


have been current courtroom topics for 
the last century iave been entirely 
eclipsed by recent stories concerning 
the convicts of the Barnstable jail, says 
the Nantucket Inquirer and Mirror. 
Mr. E. C. Knapp, v ho is supposed to be 
.serving five years' sentence for stealing 
national bank funds, -p-as recently seen 
in the streets in prison garb, giving the 
wife of the jailer, Mrs, G. H. Cash, bicy- 
cle lessons, Mrs, Cash is 33 years old 
and has a daughter aged 18 years and 
the convict is saul to occupy a place of 
congenial companionship in the jailer's 
family. Another convict, named Lewis 
Eogers, was lecently allowed to take a 
row to Yarmouth and back i\ bile the 
sun -ttds bright and invigorating for a 
pleasant walk. 


There ia another prisoner, a Portu- 


guese named Joe, who is there on com- 
plaint of a Portugue-se girl mmed Rosa, 
and her story js £hat Toe promised to 
marry her while he was serving out a 
previous sentence in the jail, and that 
she often met Joe outside the jail. It 
is a pitiful story, because T\ hen Joe got 
out of jail he married another girl, after 
borrowing $30 from Rosa. And all thib 
in Barnstable teA\n, where the jail is. 
The stones of Nnntuoket's easy-going 
jail pale into insignificance in compari- 
son with our continental neighbor.

And I have seldom 
advised, a client to. compromise or sub- 
mit to arbitration that I did not dis- 
please him. It requires moral courage 
to advise one against his inclinations, 
but it is sometimes a lawyer's sacred 
duty. 'Whatever may be said as to its 
morality or true wisdom, yet I must say 
that I regard .this aggressive and parti- 
san spirit more conducive to modern 
success ithan profound judgment, for I 
have seen lawyers succeed chiefly by 
reason of it in whom the logical faculty 
was not at all conspicuous. In speak- 
ing of success, it will be observed that 
1 do not mean the eminence of such men 
as Erskine, Wirt, Webster, William 
finckney, Bufus Choate and Charles 
O'Connor, but such success as is at- 
tained by the leading members of the 
bar in every town or'city'p'f the United 
States, who have a good practice, some- 
times very lucrative, though they are 
unknown to fame and forgotten outside 
of their neighborhood when they are 
gone,'?

PESTIFEROUS BUFFALO GNATS, 


A North Carolina Man Telia of Inter- 


cutluE' Experiences TfltU Them. 
Jofai W. Rusk, of Eelport, N. C., 


writes to the New York Sun regarding' 
the buffalo gnat: 


"I ttink that, as a native of North 


Carolina would sajr, the enitomotogists 
have no-t 'met up* "witihthe gnat in ques- 
tion; possibly it is not distributed over 
a large area of. the country. I met the 
gnats several years ago in Arkansas, on 
the bottom lands of the St. Francis 
river, -and tlian-k they "we're the greatest 
day pest I ever saw. In shape tiles' re- 
semble the buffalo somenvliat; hence the 
name. They do not bite or stiirg their 
victims. They have, a disagreeable lialx- 
n of flying from the ground aJifl strik- 
ing one in the face. But the chief 
trouble is that they crawl into the 
mouth., nostrils and tdie eats and deposit 
tftieir eggs, which, hatch in a very abort 
time. The larvae "eat away the mem- 
branes, causing- death, to large numbers 
of stock of all kinds, and oi many gamo 
animals. 


"Th-e planters on- the St. Francis set 


old logs afire in the woc-ds for smoke to 
protect stock, which will eagerly rush 
to ths smudge an'd sitanfl. in it to get- rid 
of the post. 


"On one occasion I was kindling a firo 


to keep off gnats, when a large bxick 
d-eor came rushing- to, the smoke a-n-d 
stood in it, not heading my presence. In 
a f«w minutes a flock of wild turkeys 
and also four or five wild hogs came fur 
protection. It is not an uncommon 
sight to see a mule before the plou-, 
trudging -along with a. bucket contain-: 
ing a simutige, hanging from its nose 
over the smoke as much.as possible. The 
gnat cannot stand smoke."
